Commercial Bank officials 
celebrated the grand opening of 
their Index branch with an Oct. 
1 2 ribbon cutting ceremony that 
included financial and political 
dignitaries from throughout 
the state. 

The 4,100-sq. ft. facility 
opened in May amid ongoing 
renovations by Frederick & 
May Construction employees, 
who transformed the former 
Dairy Cheer building into a 
fully-functional bank after the 
downtown Commercial Bank 
building was severely damaged 
by the March 2 tornado. 



CEO Hank Allen — who 
was inside Commercial Bank 
when the tornado hit — said 
bank officials and employees 
resolved immediately to restore 
banking services even as some 
of them coped with personal 
devastation. 

"I remember walking out- 
side onto Main Street after the 
tornado was over and seeing 
total destruction," Allen said. 
"This community has come a 
long way since that night, and 
so has this bank. We commit- 
ted ourselves to becoming op- 
erational as quickly as possible, 
and we opened for business the 
following Monday morning." 

Employees worked in mo- 
bile locations at Index and 
downtown West Liberty as the 
Commercial Bank board of 



directors purchased the vacant 
Dairy Cheer building from 
McDonald's of Eastern Ken- 
tucky owner and fellow board 
member Bob Hutchinson, of 
Paintsville, for use as a perma- 
nent bank branch. 

Allen announced that board 
members are currently planning 
the construction of a $5 million 
banking center in the downtown 
business district following 
the upcoming demolition of 
the current Commercial Bank 
building. 

"This shows Commercial 
Bank's commitment to the 
community," Allen said.

Planning, zoning 
commission hears 
concerns at mtg. 



Citizens raise questions 
about future of city and 
community as a whole

Tlie West Liberty Planning 
and Zoning Commission con- 
ducted a public meeting on 
Monday, Oct. 15, to begin the 
process of developing a com- 
prehensive plan to guide land 
use within city limits for the 
next five years. 

Commission members ad- 
dressed approximately 40 citi- 
zens, who voiced questions 
and concerns regarding zoning 
plans and other post-tornado 
issues. 

Member Judy Flam opened 
the hearing with an extensive 
history of the planning and 
zoning commission, which 
was established in 1996 with 
members appointed by fomier 
mayor Scott Wells. 

Flam described the plan - 
which must be updated every 
five years and approved by the 
city council - as a tool for ad- 
dressing the future growth or 
decline of a community. 

"The commission doesn't 
want to dictate," Elam said. 
"We want to guide, and will 
use an all-inclusive approach 
to produce a formal document 
that will be presented to the city 
council for approval." 

Chairman Joe Curd noted 
that the organization will ad- 
dress the following plan tenets 
during a series of public meet- 
ings - the first of which will be 



conducted 6 p.m. Monday, Oct. 
29, at City Hall: 

• Goals and objectives: To 
promote the physical and eco- 
nomic development and social 
well-being of the community. 

• Land use: To determine flie 
manner in which community 
members should use public and 
private land. 

• Transportation: To deter- 
mine the most desirable and 
feasible patterns for traffic 
routes. 

• Community facilities: To 
determine the most desirable 
and feasible patterns for public 
and semi-public buildings, land 
and facilities. 

Member Jodi Stacy empha- 
sized that public input is cnicial 
to the plan's development. 

"Tills is a community-wide 
effort," Stacy said. "Everyone 
has a right to speak out and 
share their opinions. Input is 
needed to determine the di- 
rection of the comprehensive 
plan as we rebuild our town. 
Residents and property owners 
need to be involved. If you like 
or dislike a proposal, we want 
you to say so. It is important to 
establish a plan we can all rally 
behind." 

The commission opened the 
floor for comments, which in- 
cluded a question from tornado 
victim Helen Lewis - who is 
attempting to rebuild her home 
where it once stood on Glenn 
Avenue - regarding the issu- 
ance of building permits since

the tornado. 

Curd noted that many per- 
mit requests have been halted 
at the state level. 

"Permit requests must meet 
state requirements before the 
planning commission can ap- 
prove them," Curd said. 

City officials noted that City 
Clerk Sally Barker is currently 
assisting Lewis with the sub- 
mission of her permit request 
to the state Division of Water to 
add earth fill to the site, which 
lies in the flood plain. 

Judy Elam also fielded 
questions regarding possible 
zoning changes for the expan- 
sion of the downtown business 
district. 

"There have been two zon- 
ing change requests since the 
tornado," Elam said. "They 
involved changing residential 
areas to business areas. We 
don't have any intention of 
expanding the business district 
at this point, because there has 
been no public input on the 
matter." 

City Councilman John May 
expressed concerns about col- 
laboration between local orga- 
nizations, such as the Long- 
Term Recovery Team and 
governmental agencies. 

"Are these local groups 
working with the commission 
to plan the city's direction?" 



May asked. 

Elam noted that the com- 
mission would solicit input 
from all agencies, businesses, 
civic organizations, etc., while 
commission member Sallie 
May questioned the perceived 
reluctance by local government 
officials to reveal upcoming 
projects. 

City Councilwoman Be- 
linda Jordan - who also serves 
as county community center 
director - said that while local 
governments are working on 
several economic projects, an- 
nouncements are often delayed 
until funding is secured. 

"Sometimes local govern- 
ments are promised money for 
projects and those funds are 
yanked by the state or federal 
government," Jordan said. 

Jordan also noted that such 
endeavors are often funded 
with grants that can only be 
used for specified projects, and 
that premature announcements 
often lead to questions and 
unfounded rumors. 

County Magistrate Frankie 
Spencer concurred. 

"We want to restore what 
we had before the tornado and 
try to build something greater," 
Spencer said. "But we can't 
give out too much information 
in case those plans don't come 
to fruition. The county is fully 
committed to working with all 
agencies for the betterment of 
the community. We are all in 
this together." 



Chairman Curd reiterated 
the importance of public partic- 
ipation in the planning process 
before adjournment. 

"The commission wants to 
be open with citizens," Curd 
said. "Public involvement will 
help us all decide who is getting 
what, and exactly what it is that 
we are getting." 

Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission members are Chairman 
Joe Curd, Judy Elam, Sallie 
May, Langley Franklin, Jerry

Information about new 'Veteran' 
designation on Kentucky 
driver's license 
All veterans must present 
DD214 for designation 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 28 
- The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet has received reports 
from numerous circuit court 
clerk offices of misunderstand- 
ing about how veterans can ob- 
tain a driver's license imprinted 
with the newly authorized 
"Veteran" designation, which 
became available on Monday, 
Sept. 24. 

Kentucky veterans who 
wish to have the designation 
inust present form DD214 - the 
Department of Defense form 
that verifies service - at the 
office of the circuit court clerk 
when renewing licenses. 

Important points: 

■ Tlie licenses are not free. A 
veteran will pay the usual $20 
renewal fee. 



• However, veterans who 
renewed licenses between July 
12, 2012, when the law autho- 
rizing the Veteran designation 
became effective, and Sept. 
24, 2012, when the designation 
became available, can obtain a 
replacement without paying the 
standard $ 1 2 fee for a duplicate 
license. The fee for duplicate is 
waived for those veterans - and 
those veterans only. The waiver 
expires Dec. 31, 2012. 

• Veterans who have not yet 
renewed can request the Veteran 
designation at license renewal 
time. The renewal fee is $20. 

• Veterans who have not 
yet renewed, and who wish 
to obtain a license with the 
Veteran designation before 
their renewal date, may do so 
but must pay the $12 fee of a 
duplicate license. 

In all cases, veterans must 
present form DD214 at the 
circuit court clerk's office to ob- 
tain a license with the Veteran 
designation.

•Recognize that driving re- 
quires your full attention. 

•Before you get into the 
car, become familiar with the 
phone's features. 

•Use the phone only if it's 
absolutely necessary. 



•Use the phone only when 
and where it's safe to do so. 

•Ask a passenger to place 
the call for you and to do the 
talking. 

•Keep the call short. 

•Tell the person at the other 
end that you're driving. 

•Get off the phone as soon as 
possible— especially in traffic 
or bad weather. 

•Don't combine a phone 
conversation with other dis- 
tractions. 

•Secure your phone so it 
doesn't become a projectile in 
a crash.

Scores To Be Low? 

Results Of First K-PREP Tests No Cause 
To Abandon Effort 

Officials at Tuesday's Kentucky Board of Education were 
told the results of the state's new tests for public school students 
will not be released until late October or possibly even early 
November. The results had been anticipated for the middle of 
this month. 

If the predictions of Kentucky Education Commissioner 
Terry Holiday are accurate, the delay could postpone the ar- 
rival of bad news for many school districts and their students. 

Holiday has been warning for months that students, parents, 
teachers and administrators should expect test scores to drop, 
perhaps even dramatically. In fact, during a tour of the state 
Holiday took with David Adkisson, president of the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce, in June, the state's top public educa- 
tion executive expressed concern the scores will be so low that 
some members of the Kentucky General Assembly, school 
administrators, teachers and parents will call for the the new 
tests to be scrapped and replaced with a revised version of the 
old state manadated tests. 

That can't be allowed to happen. Holiday warned, and he's 
right. Backing away from the demanding new tests would be 
a step backwards for quality education in Kentucky. 

Kentucky was one of the first states to adopt the ational corps 
of education standards, and the new K-PREP tests are based 
on new benchmarks established by those standards. 

The tests are more diffcult because the education expec- 
tations of students are higher It is going to take awhile for 
Kentucky to adjust its classroom teaching to meet the higher 
standards, but it is a goal worth achieving. Too many students 
are graduating from high school lacking the basic skills they 
need for success in college and even the workplace. The only 
way to eliminate this negative is to raise our expectations. 

If Kentucky were to lower its high standards in response 
to low test scores, it would be bowing to mediocrity. That's 
unacceptable. 

We hope Holiday is wrong and the scores on the K-PREP 
will be much higher than he expects. But if they are not, we 
must not abandon the high expectations just because too few 
of our young people are reaching them. Instead, we must find a 
way to increase the achievements of our public schoolchildren. 
That's the only proper response to low test scores.

Good pay, independent culture, dislike of Obama 
make Appalachian coal miners 'proud to be scabs' 



"As recently as die 1980s, 
plenty of coalfield residents 
thought Big Coal was the prob- 
lem. But these days, in . . . 
Central Appalachia — soutliem 
West Virginia, southwestern 
Virginia, eastern Kentucky and 
eastern Tennessee — coal min- 
ing is overwhelmingly popu- 
lar, despite well-documented 
risks to workers' health and 
community safety," reports 
Gabriel Schwartzman of In 
Tliese Times, a liberal, labor- 
oriented managzine. (Photo 
by Schwartzman: Supervisory 
miner gets coffee before work) 

Schwartzman spent this 
summer in the region trying 
to determine why the previous 
Democratic and union strong- 
hold has Uimed so sharply to the 
right, and doesn't mince words 
in presenting his conclusion: 
"At $108,000 a year, nothing 
in Appalachia compares to min- 
ers' wages," he writes. Those 
wage increases are linked to 
increased mechanization and 



smaller workforces, and have 
changed the political and finan- 
cial nature of that workforce, 
he reports. One miner in Pike 
County, KenUicky, told him he 
would lose everything if "coal 
was shut down" because no job 
in the region could pay him as 
much. 

The union battles for higher 
wages, better safety and ben- 
efits of 30 years ago were 
largely lost, ultimately ending 
with the United Mine Work- 
ers of America abandoning 
strikes, Schwartzman writes. 
Companies raised wages with- 
out unions, but cut many jobs 
with increased mechanization. 
A major unionized company in 
the region. Patriot Coal, is now 
bankrupt and unable to pay 
miners' pensions. 

Miners with jobs told 
Schwartzman the non-union 
life is good. "We are scabs. 
We're proud to be scabs," one 
surface miner at Camp Branch 
mine in West Virginia told 



him. They are loyal to their 
companies, and that loyalty 
extends to families, friends and 
businesses supported by coal 
miners, Schwartzman reports. 
But an Energy Information 
Administration forecast of a 
58 percent decline in Central 
Appalachian coal production 
by 2035 is reason for many to 
worry. Though the current de- 
cline is mainly because of com- 
petition from cheap natural gas 
and the decreased viability of 
Appalachian coal, miners tend 
to believe increased environ- 
mental regulation is the cause. 

Schwartzman reports in- 
timidation and threats received 
by those who advocate for 
safer mining practices or op- 
pose mountaintop-removal 
mining. "Social media is used 
as a mobilizing tool against 
'tree huggers,'" Schwartzman 
reports. "Aside from calling ral- 
lies and protests, post like this 
August 6 one appear regularly 
on Citizens for Coal's Facebook 



page: 'Just saw a post saying 
tree hugger in Gilbert eating at 
Wallys restaurant.'" 

Many miners expressed 
to Schwartzman the need to 
vote out President Obama, 
even though his administration 
increased mine safety inspec- 
tions aimed at reducing miner 
injuries; increased health care 
for black-lung victims, and 
increased investments in clean- 
coal technology. Schwartzman 
writes that coal companies stir 
up anti-Obama rhetoric, but the 
Christian right and the National 
Rifle Association also play a 
role. "Those forces play upon 
values of autonomy and inde- 
pendence that run deep here," 
Schwartzman writes. "For 150 
years, these values have helped 
Appalachians survive outsid- 
ers exploiting their mountain 
resources. Now those values 
have become aligned with out- 
of-state coal companies against 
environmentalists and liberals."

Ectopic Heart Beats: 
How Serious? 

Elaine's heart just wouldn't let her rest. Driving the car, 
tvorking in the garden, talbing on the phone or lying in bed, 
she was acutely aware of the thumping, flopping feeling in- 
side her chest. 

After performing necessary tests, Elaine's doctor 
assured her that her heart was sound and that the irregu- 
lar heart heats she was experiencing posed no threat to her 
health. But there was still the matter of rest; the thumping 
and pounding were beeping her awake at night and making it 
hard for her to concentrate on anything. 

Ectopic or abnormal heart beats are common, occur- 
ring in nearly every adult from time to time. An occasional 
irregular beat may go unnoticed or be felt as a brief flutter- 
ing or odd feeling in the chest. Often referred to as "skipped 
beats," they actually represent extra contractions that occur 
just before the natural beat. 

Many persons, like Elaine, have hundreds of these 
contractions every day sometimes accompanied by chest 
pain, dizziness or other symptoms that may send them rush- 
ing to the emergency room, fearing a heart attack. 

Most ectopic beats are either PVCs Cpremature ven- 
tricular contractions^ or PACs Cpremature atrial contrac- 
tions^ depending on where they originate. The heart is made 
up of four chambers-4wo upper chambers or "atria" and two 
lower chambers known as "ventricles." Premature ventricu- 
lar contractions occur in the lower chambers and PACs in the 
upper. 

In most cases, PVCs and PACs are entirely normal, 
but persons feeling syniptonis such as Elaine's should see a 
doctor, if for no other reason than to ease their minds. 

Abnormal contractions can, in fact, be caused by 
a heart attack, an inflamed heart or a problem with heart 
valves such mitral valve prolapse. 

To rule out these causes, a doctor is lifcely to per- 
form a physical examination and order tests such as an EKG 
(.electrocardiogram^, echocardiogram and/or an exercise 
stress test. One way of detecting the irregular beats and dis- 
tinguishing them from more serious heart rhythm problems 
is through having the patient wear a Holter monitor or event 
recorder to track the heart's rhythm while the person is in- 
volved in every day activities. 

A blood test can detect abnormalities in cardiac en- 
zymes that might signal heart muscle damage or electrolyte 
imbalances that might be contributing to the problem. It can 
also rule out causes such as a hyperactive thyroid, drug toxic- 
ity or abuse of cocaine or amphetamines. 

Many of the possible causes of PVCs and PACs are se- 
rious medical conditions that require prompt treatment. And 
it's important to distinguish irregular beats from a more seri- 
ous irregular rhythm such as atrial fibrillation. 

Atrial fibrillation causes pooling of blood in the up- 
per chambers of the heart, creating the risk of blood clots and 
a stroke. Premature contractions, on the other hand, do not 
interfere with the heart's normal rhythm in this way. 

Reasons for the ectopic beats are not always easy to 
find. They could result from age-related diseases or changes 
in the heart or other organs of the body. Or, more lifcely, they 
are related to anxiety, stress or lifestyle issues such as smok- 
ing, diet or caffeine or alcohol use. 

In an otherwise healthy person, even very frequent 
ectopic beats are no reason for concern, although the patient 
may want treatment to relieve the symptoms. 



Triggers vary from person to person, but patients 
are usually advised to quit smoking and to cut back on or 
eliminate caffeine and alcohol use. In many individuals, regu- 
lar exercise can help regulate heart beats as well as reduce 
stress and contribute to better overall health. Bethany Lucas,

For most individuals, the most important treatment 
is stress reduction through controlled breathing, yoga, medi- 
tation or biofeedback. Simply knowing the ectopic beats are 
normal and no cause for alarm goes a long way toward re- 
lieving anxiety. 

Serious palpitations such as those Elaine was experi- 
encing usually require some medical treatment, often with a 
beta blocker or a calcium channel blocker. 

What patients experiencing vigorous thumping in 
the chest tend to fear most is that their hearts will go out of 
control. An arrhythmia in the lower chambers of the heart, 
known as ventricular fibrillation, a life threatening condi- 
tion.

On January 30, 1992, Ralph 
Baze ambushed Powell county 
Sheriff Steve Bennett shooting 
him three times in the back. 

Baze then shot Deputy Arthur 
Briscoe in the back and head. 

While in custody, Baze admitted 
the murders. He was tried and 
sentenced to death. 

In November 1997, the Ky 
Supreme Court issued it's ruling 
on his appeal. 




Six justices voted to affirm 
Baze's convictions. 

Only one — JANET STUMBO, 
then your Supreme Court Justice, 
voted to reverse Baze's murder 
convictions. 

In 2004, voters removed Janet 
Stumbo from the Supreme Court 
replacing her with Will T Scott. 

Justice Will T. Scott is endorsed 
by the Commonwealth Attorney's 
Association and the Pikeville Ky 
Fraternal Order of Police.

Notice regarding student 
assessment test results 



The Kentucky Department 
of Education hasn't set a date 
for the public release of test 
scores, but spokeswoman Lisa 
Gross said it could happen by 
the end of October. State of- 
ficials say the new Kentucky 
Performance Rating for Educa- 
tional Progress test - K-Prep for 
short - is tougher and focuses 
more on college and career 
readiness than the former CATS 
test, which was in place for 
about a decade. Overhaul of the 
state's testing system began in 
2009 with legislation known as 
Senate Bill 1. 

Schools and school districts 
will now get a single score on a 
scale of 0- 1 00 that encompasses 
annual test results, college and 
career readiness measures and 
graduation rates. They will have 
improvement goals each year 
and must show that they are ad- 
dressing the needs of minority, 
low-income and special educa- 
tion students, and those leaming 
English. And new this year, the 
state will rank schools and dis- 
tricts statewide based on their 
overall results. The rankings 
will be reported as a percentile 
score, and schools will earn a 
label of "distinguished," "profi- 
cient" or "needs improvement." 

State officials caution that 
the upcoming results cannot 
be compared to previous years 
because the test is so different 
and the scoring has changed. 
State department official say it 
is like comparing the scores of 
a football game and a basketball 
game - the numbers are the 
same, but they mean different 
things. 

For example, parents, teach- 



ers and the pubUc are used to 
seeing school scores in the 
range of 80 to 100 in recent 
years. Those scores were cal- 
culated on a scale of 0 to 140. 
"Simulated" scores sent to 
school districts last fall ranged 
from 55 to 86 at schools in 
Morgan County. That's based 
on the new scale of 0 to 100. 
Furthermore, state education 
officials predict that the per- 
centage of students meeting 
proficiency on the reading and 
math tests could drop by double 
digits compared to 201 1 . 

Therefore, parents who are 
used to seeing proficient or 
distinguished scores on their 
child's test results could be 
surprised to see them drop to 
apprentice or novice this year 
The bar has really been raised, 
and our schools are working 
hard to make students college 
and career ready. 

Schools and parents are in 
a waiting game right now until 
scores are released. If parents 
are concerned about a drop in 
their child's scores they can 
ask the school for additional 
information. Schools admin- 
ister Icsls throughout the year 
and keep other data on student 
progress. Please contact your 
school or the Morgan County 
Board of Education for more 
information about your child's 
progress.

Cancer, one of our deadli- 
est diseases took the life of 

our friend, Wanda Handy, on 
September 20, 2012. 

Wanda Jean was born in 
Menifee County, Blankenship 
was her maiden name. I know 
nothing of her childhood. Her 
sisters related to nic thai the 
young man who became her 
husband said he would walk to 
their home to see Wanda. We 
would always run out the road 
to meet him. They also stated 
that Junior had carved their 
initials in a tree nearby. 

I came to know Wanda when 
she and my husband (Henry) 
worked at the Campton Dry 
Cleaners. When Henry and I 
wed we couldn't rent a house 
because we had no furniture. 
She and Junior had moved into 
a small trailer, and she let us 
have a lot of her furniture. It 
was plenty for the three roomed 
house we rented. At Christmas 
she bought our baby girl a 
beautiful dress. It was really 
beautiful and so needed. 

Wanda worked hard all of 
her life. I know that she worked 
at the Bus Station, Campton 
Dry Cleaners, and Lycoming 
Shoe Company and U.S. Shoe 
Company for over 25 years. 
She then worked in the weld- 
ing building at CMS in Stanton 
until a layoff ended the job. She 
then worked at Whiting Manu- 
facturing near Hazel Green 
and finally at Accent Power in 
Campton. 

Wanda, never was one to be 
idle, had purchased a quilting 
machine. Using that machine 
she developed a very profitable 
home quilting business. She had 
quilted some very unique quilt 
tops. We are fortunate to have 
several that she quilted for us. 

Wanda always raised large 
gardens from which she canned 
hundreds of jars of produce. 
She had freezers full of ven- 
sion and other meats ready to 
prepare. Cooking large meals 
was the norm for her, and if you 
were there at meal time, you 
were going to eat.

Money and wordly things 
were not what she was about. 
She worked hard to be able 
to help pay for their farm and 
to buy the necessities of life. 
However, whatever she had 
she was always willing to share 
with others who were in need. 
We considered her our friend, 
and was very thankful to have 
her in our lives.

PUNCH AND JUDY 
SHOW. During one of the years 
after the Civil War, an itinerant 
entertainer came to Morgan 
County and put on a "show"— 
one of the first that the Walters 
Elam family had seen. 

The showman's name was 
Nick Teets. He would both 
lodge and give performances 
at a house in the neighbor- 
hood, in return for which all the 
members of that family would 
receive free admission. Teets 
returned to the community 
on several occasions and usu- 
ally made the Elam home "his 
headquarters," recalls Walters 
Elam's grandson, Shelby S. 
Elam, in his memoir, Kentucky 
Thru Thick and Thin (1955). 

For his show he "screened 
himself from his audience with 
a sheet while he performed 
with his Punch and Judy dolls." 
Tliat is a classic English pup- 
pet entertainment known as a 
Punch-and-Judy show, wherein 
Punch quarrels comically and 
violently with his wife Judy. 
(Still performed, the show is of 
Italian origin, "Punch" being an 
abbreviation of Punchinello.) 

Nick Teets became "a wel- 
come visitor"~not only to the 
community but also to the home 
that sponsored him. A hand- 
some and worldly wise young 
man, he stnick up a relationship 
with Walters Elam's daughter, 
Nancy. She was as smitten as 
he, but friends and relatives 
opposed her marriage to an 
outsider. However, her Uncle 
Bob Nickcll advised her to fol- 
low her heart, and so she did. 
Husband and wife set to work, 
and soon they had a wagon 
and horse to take their show on 
the road. 

In time, it grew into a 
multi-wagon show, discussed 
in the next Historical Sketches 
at "Teets Brothers' Circus." 
Sometimes it returned to Mor- 
gan County, where it had all 
begun with a little Punch-and- 
Judy show and a young couple 
determined to live out a dream.

3 Any thoughts that Breathitt 
County had that last Friday's 
game was going to be as easy as 
the 201 1 blowout were quickly 
contradicted by the Cougars. 
Coach Brian Turner's team 
took the fight to the Bobcats, 
trailing only 7-6 at the half be- 
fore falling on the short end of 
a 27- 1 2 final at Herdman Field. 

Just one year after being 
intimidated and thoroughly 
dominated by a superior Bobcat 
squad, Morgan was clearly a 
team to be reckoned with. From 
Jordan Whitt's key fumble re- 
covery to halt Breathitt's first 
drive to Kody Thornsberry's 
gutsy touchdown run on fourth 
down and goal, the Cougars' 
fight and desire more than 
matched that of the Bobcats. 

"I knew these kids were well 
beyond the whole intimidation 
thing," Turner said. "While 
I'm not into moral victories, I 
do know we played hard and 
pushed Breathitt deep into the 
second half. There was no quit 
with our football team. I'm 
proud of that." 

The Cougars knew going 
in beating Breathitt required 
containing senior quarterback 
Richard Trent, who'd already 
accounted for more than 2,000 
yards of total offense this sea- 
son. And while Morgan did 



manage to contain Trent, he was 
still the difference in the game, 
scoring on a 16-yard keeper for 
the early 7-0 lead. 

But Morgan would answer 
with a touchdown of its own, set 
up by a 20 nin by Tliornsberry 
and the aforementioned scoring 
run by Morgan's star running 
back. After a failed two-point 
conversion, Breathitt main- 
tained a slim one point lead. 
The Bobcats' attempt to add 
another score before the half 
was turned away by a clutch 
interception by Jordan Whitt 
deep in Cougar territory. Brea- 
thitt settled for the one-point 
cushion at the break. 

But the 'Cats would use the 
third period to finally gain some 
separation. A 44-yard scoring 
run from Trent made it 14-6 at 
the 4:18 mark. One possession 
later, Trent then reeled off a 25 
yard gain before scoring from 
five yards out to make it 21-6. 
Tlie Breathitt quarterback add- 
ed his fourth touchdown with 
3:40 remaining in the fourth. 

Morgan had one last march 
on its final drive, culminating 
with a Larrin Collins scoring 
pass to Thornsberry in the left 
corner of the end zone, making 
for the 27-12 final. 

Offense was tough to come 
by for both teams, but Tliorns- 
berry still managed 106 rushing 



yards and another 49 through 
the air. Collins completed 
three-of-five passes for 56 
yards. As a team, Morgan fin- 
ished with 235 yards of total 
offense, including 179 on the 



ground. 

Defensively, Wliitt paced the 
Cougar effort with nine tackles, 
including five solos. Nick Ad- 
ams and JT Brown picked up 
six apiece. 



Morgan's newly achieved 
Class 3- A Top 10 state ranking 
should see little affect from the 
loss. The Cougars came into 
the game a four touchdown un- 
derdog, but proved themselves 



worthy of the lofty ranking. 
There's certainly no shame 
in losing to the state's second 
ranked team, especially con- 
sidering Morgan's fate wasn't 
decided until the fourth period.

Hosting a playoff game , staying on track for single season win record keeps Morgan focused

Of all the things there is 
to know about this Friday's 
Morgan-Magoffin game in 
Salyersville, there's only one 
you need to know.

UPCOMING ASSESSMENT 
RESULTS 

The Kentucky Department of 
Education hasn't set a date for 
the public release of test scores, 
but spokeswoman Lisa Gross 
said it could happen by the end 
of October. State officials say 
the new Kentucky Performance 
Rating for Educational Progress 
test -K-Prep for short-is tougher 
and focuses more on college and 
career readiness than the former 
CATS test, which was in place 
for about a decade. Overhaul of 
the state's testing system began 
in 2009 with legislation known 
as Senate Bill 1. 

Schools and school districts 
will now get a single score on a 
scale of 0-100 that encompasses 
annual test results, college and 
career readiness measures and 
graduation rates. They will have 
improvement goals each year 
and must show that they are ad- 
dressing the needs of minority, 
low-income and special educa- 
tion students, and those learning 
English. And new this year, the 
state will rank schools and dis- 
tricts statewide based on their 
overall results. The rankings will 
be reported as a percentile score, 
and schools will earn a label of 
"distinguished," "proficient" or 
"needs improvement." 

State officials caution that 
the upcoming results cannot be 
compared to previous years be- 
cause the test is so different and 
the scoring has changed. State 
department official say it is like 
comparing the scores of a football 
game and a basketball game~the 
numbers are the same, but they 
mean different things. 

For example, parents, teachers 
and the public are used to seeing 
school scores in the range of 80 
to 100 in recent years. Those 
scores were calculated on a scale 
of 0 to 140. "Simulated" scores 
sent to school districts last fall 
ranged from 55 to 86 at schools 
in Morgan County. That's based 
on the new scale of 0 to 100. Fur- 
thermore, state education officals 



predict that the percentage of 
students meeting proficiency on 
the reading and math tests could 
drop by double digits compared 
to 2011. Therefore, parents who 
are used to seeing proficient or 
distinguished scores on their 
child's test results could be sur- 
prised to see them drop to ap- 
prentice or novice this year The 
bar has really been raised, and our 
schools are working hard to make 
students college and career ready. 

Schools and parents are in 
a waiting game right now until 
scores are released. If parents are 
concemed about a drop in their 
child's scores they can ask the 
school for additional informa- 
tion. Schools administer tests 
throughout the year and keep 
other data on student progress. 
Please contact your school or the 
Morgan County Board of Educa- 
tion for more information about 
your child's progress.

Kentucky unemployment 
rate up slightly in August 



FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 
20 — Kentucky's seasonally 
adjusted preliminary unem- 
ployment rate in August 2012 
increased to 8.5 percent from 
a revised 8.3 percent in July 
2012, according to the Office 
of Employment and Training 
(OFT), an agency of the Ken- 
tucky Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

The preliminary August 
2012 jobless rate was 1.1 per- 
centage points below the 9.6 
percent rate recorded for the 
state in August 201 1. 

The U.S. seasonally adjusted 
jobless rate fell to 8. 1 percent in 
August 2012 from 8.3 percent 
in July 2012, according to tlie 
U.S. Department of Labor. 

Labor force statistics, in- 
cluding the unemployment rate, 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. 

In August 2012, Ken- 
tucky's civilian labor force 
was 2,068,631, an increase of 
2,201 individuals compared to 
tlie previous month. 

"An uptick in the unemploy- 
ment rate, especially when 
accompanied by a drop in the 
number of people employed, 
does cause some anxiety," said 
economist Manoj Shanker of 
the OFT "But given the slug- 
gish national economy and the 
recent strength of the Kentucky 
economy some fallback was 
expected." 

Kentucky's seasonally ad- 
justed nonfarm employment 
added 2,500 jobs in August 
2012 from the previous month. 
On an over-the-year basis, the 
state's nonfarm employment 
has grown by 2.1 percent with 
the addition of 38,500 jobs. 

Nonfarm data is provided by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics' 
Current Employment Statistics 
program. According to this 
survey, seven of Kentucky's 11 
major nonfami North American 
Industry Classification System 
(NAICS) job sectors registered 
gains in employment, while 
four declined. 



Kentucky's trade, transpor- 
tation and utilities sector gained 
2, 100 jobs in August 2012. Tliis 
is the largest sector in Kentucky 
with 368,900 positions, and 
accounts for about 20 percent 
of nonfarm employment. Since 
August 201 1, jobs in this sector 
have increased by 5,500. 

"Auto sales have been gain- 
ing momentum nationally. The 
demand has not only increased 
manufacturing employment, 
but boosted retail and wholesale 
trade employment, too," said 
Shanker. 

The government sector, 
which includes public educa- 
tion, public administration 
agencies and state-owned hos- 
pitals, added 800 jobs in August 
2012. The sector had 500 fewer 
jobs compared to August 201 1 . 

Employment in the mining 
and logging sector went up by 
200 from July 2012 to August 
2012. The number of jobs in 
this sector has dropped by 1 ,600 
or 7 percent since last August. 

"The glut of natural gas in 
the U.S. market has put down- 
ward pressure on the price 
and production of coal," said 
Shanker. 

Construction jobs rose by 
200 in August 2012 from a 
month ago. Since August 201 1 , 
employment in construction has 
fallen by 3,400 positions or 5 
percent. 

"This is the fifth consecu- 
tive month that over-the-year 
constniction employment has 
dropped. The slow recovery in 
the housing market has damped 
job growth in this industry and 
in other sectors connected to 
it such as financial activities," 
said Shanker. 

Tlie information sector add- 
ed 100 jobs in August 2012. 
Tliis segment has 1,000 more 
positions compared to Au- 
gust 2011. The industries in 
this sector include traditional 
publishing as well as software 
publishing; motion pictures 
and broadcasting; and telecom- 
munications.

sector lost 500 jobs in August 
2012 compared to the previous 
month. Since August 2011, 
employment in manufacturing 
has increased by 7,600 jobs or 
nearly 4 percent. 

"On a year-to-year basis 
manufacturing employment 
has increased for 25 straight 
months. The growth has been 
primarily in the durable goods 
subsector," said Shanker. "Tlie 
outlook for manufacturing 
durables is promising as long 
as domestic demand continues 
to offset the faltering demand 
from the European market." 

"While the professional 
and business services sector 
faltered some since July 2012, 
the temporary service subsector 
grew a robust 12 percent from 
a year ago. Uie recent decline 
isn't worrisome because it is 
most likely payback from the 
strong hiring earlier this year," 
said Shanker. 

Employment in the educa- 
tional and health services sector 
fell by 800 jobs in August 2012. 
The sector has posted a gain of 
4,200 jobs since August 201 1 . 

"The decline from last 
month came from the health 
care portion of this sector which 
accounts for nearly 90 percent 
of the employment in this sec- 
tor," Shanker said. "Health care 



employment is stabilizing as 
private insurance companies, 
as well as the government, are 
ratcheting down health care 
reimbursements. Providers are 
responding by consolidating 
and trimming employment."

Oct. 10 - The Healthy, 
Hunger-Free Kids Act, the 
Obama administration's ef- 
fort to mandate more fresh 
fruit, vegetables and whole 
grains into the diets of school 
children, has some uphill 
climbing to do and it's not just 
the kids who are complaining. 

Though, admittedly, they 
were the first. Sarah Gonzales 
of Agri-Pulse took a look at 
some rural school districts 
trying to implement the law 
in advance of the law's imple- 
mentation deadline, to see 
how the new science-based 
standards were working in 
real lunchrooms. 

What she found were com- 
plaints from student athletes 
who thought they needed 
more calories and more op- 
tions, and substantial increas- 
es of good food thrown in the 
garbage. 

Dawn Matthews, director 
of food service for the rural 
Camdenton school district in 
Missouri, serves 3,200 school 



lunches every school day to 
kids in every grade level from 
K-12. The new standards, 
drawn from recommendations 
from an independent panel 
of doctors, nutritionists and 
other experts, require better 
nutrition and allow schools 
to serve between 550-650 
calories for students in K-5, 
600-700 calories for students 
for 6th through 8th grades, 
and 750-850 for high school 
lunches. Agri -Pulse reporters 
explain that a daily lunch costs 
$2.10, but almost 60 percent 
of the meals are offered for 
free for a reduced price in 
this rural district. Matthews 
notes that participation in the 
program is dropping with the 
new menu in place. 

Even before the deadline 
for the act to be put into ef- 
fect, Gonzales notes. Reps. 
Tim Huelskamp, R-Kans., 
and Steve King, R-Iowa, in- 
troduced the No Hungry Kids 
Act last month to repeal the 
new school guidelines. The 
National Association of State 
Departments of Agriculture 
also issued a recent policy 
statement saying the initial

law was "well-intentioned, 
but falls short of providing 
a comprehensive policy for 
educating students in healthy 
living." 

The results of the first few 
months of trial — especially 
the waste — have been "dis- 
heartening," said food director 
Matthews. 



It is also early. "1 think it's 
going to evolve over time," 
said the chairman of Florida's 
Lake County School Board, 
Roseanne Brandeburg. "If 
you're in elementary school, 
and this is what you're going 
to be served, you're going to 
get used to it."

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Tob. farmers have 
difficulty finding 
labor for liarvest 

The good news for some 
Kentucky tobacco-growing 
counties is that this year's crop 
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is one of the better they've 
seen in a while. The bad news 
is that the migrant labor that 
was once abundant isn't as 
available as before. Leslie 
Moore of the Central Ken- 
tucky News-Journal reports 
that in Taylor County, "find- 
ing workers to cut and house 
this season's tobacco crop has 
been a labor in itself." (Moore 
photo) 

Pat Hardesty, the county 
extension agent for agricul- 
ture, told Moore the number 
of migrant workers who help 
with the harvest has dwindled 
because there are simply not 
enough small farms now in the 
area to keep them employed 
for long. "Some of our smaller 
producers have been waiting 
on crews or they've been try- 
ing to get local help, which is 
very difficult," Hardesty said. 
"That's why the migrants are 
here, because we can't get 
enough local labor to get the 
crop in." 

He said migrant workers 
aren't taking jobs away from 
Americans: "1 promise you, 
if a tobacco producer here 
in Taylor County could get 
local, dependable help, there 
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wouldn't be migrants here." 
Local farmer Aaron Newcome 
agreed that finding steady 
local help this year has been 
difficult. On any given day, 
he told Moore he has no idea 
how many workers will show 
up or how long they will stay.

Unemployment in 
rural areas drops, 
but number of jobs 
doesn't change 

The unemployment rate 
in rural and exurban counties 
dropped slightly in August, 
the Daily Yonder reports. It 
fell to 7.99 percent in rural 
counties and 7.6 in exurban, 
which are counties within 
metropolitan areas, but with 
half the residents living in 
rural settings, according to 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
data. The rural rate in July 
was 8.4 percent, and 8 percent 
in exurban. Almost nine out 
of 10 rural counties reported 
lower unemployment rates 
this year. 

"Just because unemploy- 
ment rates are lower, however, 
doesn't mean that there's been 
a boom in rural employment," 
Yonder Co-Editor Bill Bishop 
reports. There are slightly 
fewer people employed in 
rural counties this August 
than last August. The number 
of jobs in rural counties has 
decreased by almost 3,200 
over the past year, according 
to the BLS . Bishop writes the 
rural unemployment rate has 
dropped because the work- 
force has dropped by almost 
230,000 people. The work- 
force in exurban and urban 
counties increased during that 
period. 

Four of the 10 rural coun- 
ties with the largest unem- 
ployment increases over the 
last year were Appalachian 
coal-producing counties in 
Kentucky, where coal com- 
panies have laid off miners 
due to power-plant competi- 
tion from natural gas. West 
Virginia's Boone County had 
the greatest unemployment 
increase. The rest of the top 
counties with the largest un- 
employment increases come 
from Nebraska, Louisiana and 
Colorado. Almost half the 50 
counties with the largest de- 



clines in unemployment rates 
were in Mississippi .
